The Americans in Lorraine have 
enlivened 
an ordinarily quies­ 
cent sector by taking from the Germans the village of Frapelle. five 
miles east of St. Die. 
The action, which started with the proport'ons 
of a raid in the early hours Saturday morning develop 
.nto an or­ 
ganized attack under the dash of American 
troops im 
l a t e l y after 
they left their trenches . German losses 
evidently 
re 
heavy 
ir. 
killed and wounded. 
Prisoners also were taken by 
i Americans. 
Marshal Foch has at last definitely connected up the battle lines 
of the Aisne and the Somme. 
Announcement is made that by a local 
attack the plateau north of Autreches, 
about ten 
miles 
northeast of 
Soissons, has been carried by the French, and their 
success 
gives 
them a position dominating the region extending 
northward 
to 
the 
Oise river. 
The attack, while local 
in character, 
must 
have 
had 
plenty of power behind it to carry the French line as far as indicated 
in dispatches telling of the incident. 
The Picardy drive has recently been almost at a standstill. 
Only 
local actions have been fought for the past four days along the line 
established by the Germans west of the Somme. 
Some cf the pro­ 
gress, especially along the southern sector of the line, has been im­ 
portant, though hardly noticeable on a map, but the Germans are des­ 
perately defending every inch of the high ground southwest of Noyon 
and south of Lassigny, as well as the area around Roye. 
The allied 
pressure is continuous and heavy, however, 
and 
may 
eventually 
break down the enemy resistaryce. 
From Soissons to Rheims the alies, among 
them 
a 
considerable 
American force, have been doing lie tie since the Americans regained 
positions at Fismette, across the Veslc from Fismes, after being driven 
back over the river by a furious onslaught by the Germans. 
In the Flanders sector there have been no engagements of a sig­ 
nificant character. 
The fighting in Russia has begun to assume proportions which 
will attract considerable attention if present operations continue. An­ 
nouncement is made from Tokio that the 
movement 
of 
Japanese 
troops 
to the Manchurian front has been ordered.

They captured the village of Canny Sur-Matz and in addi­ 
tion took enemy positions on a front of nearly two miles to a depth 
of more than a mile in the region of Aupreches, in the Soissons sec­ 
tor.

At the same time the driver 
ot the Ford, Ed Chamberlain, of 
Shackelford, Mo., speeded lip, think­ 
ing that lie could cross in front of 
the truck before ii struck his car. 
I he Iir«’ truck hooked Hilo tin' 
rear of tin* Ford, turning it com­ 
pletely around and facing it east 
and badly demolished the rear left 
hand 
wheel.

struck tile Ford the steering gear 
was put out f»f commission and the 
ear, which was traveling at tin* rate 
of 35 miles per hour. headed for the 
west curb of Kentucky street, dash­ 
ed over it and into a telephone pole, 
which it broke off at tile base as 
one would break a match in his 
fingers, and came to a stop about 
twenty feet inside the yard of A.

Th*? following leu* r from a nurse* 


in France, just received at Ameri­ 


can Red Cross headquarters, shows 


vividly the ne***! for the additional 


army nurses called for by the sur­ 


geon general: 
Nurses Home, July 13.— We haw i 
had great changes at the hospital 
since I wrote you. 
All the regular 
army nurses have been transferred 
as well as our commanding officer, 
and instead of having’five hundred 
beds, we haw? two thousand. 
The 
doctors, nurses and corps men were 
all put out oi their quarters, which 
were made into wards for the sol­ 
diers. 
At th** beginning of this big 
rush, start***1 about May 28, we re­ 
ceived th** wounded from th** batt]** 
lield about twelve hours after they 
were wounded 
as many 
as 
five 
hundred in one night, and all in 
need of an operation. This kept up 
for days. 
As we are now an evac­ 
uation hospital, just as soon as th** 
wounded 
were 
operated on they* 
were transferred. 
As many as duo were evacuated 
at one time, but we had some bad 
cases that could not be moved at 
all. 
I hope we may never have such 
a rush again. 
It just made my 
h e a rt a c h e to see I hem coming in 
in such terrible condition 
they lay 
on tin* floor on stretchers in t h e 
corridors for hours waiting their 
turns to be operated on, some dy­ 
ing, 
some 
hemorrhaging, 
others 
asleep and some eating. 
They all 
were so tired, hungry, sleepy or 
suffering that they didn't care what 
happened to them, officers as well 
as privates. 
Unless he mentioned 
ho was an officer, no one knew, 
and many were good sports and 
said nothing, and were put in lite 
wards with the privates and were 
not at all anxious to go in the of­ 
ficers’ wards after they got better. 
Since I came off night duty, I 
have been in the operating room 
giving anesthetics, 
ether 
mostly, 
and during the rush about three 
weeks I have over two hundred. 
The first week we worked for 
eighteen and twenty hours a day. I 
would be in bed about three or four 
hours 
when 
I 
would be called 
again. 
I never felt tired, nor did 
i want to go to bed, th*- excitement 
was much too great. 
It was won­ 
derful how th** nurses 
kept 
up. 
Every girl was on duty from 8 a. 
rn. until lo or l l unlock at night, 
taking only five or ten minutes for 
their meals, but in a short tim** 
most of them had to take a day or 
two off.
